NE provision of the County 
| Management (Amendment) Bill 
seems to suggest that further. sus- 
pensions of local elected bodies in 
Dublin are in contemplation. 

The suspended Management Act of 
1940 provided, inter alia, that the City 
Manager of Dublin would take over 
the administration of the Dublin Board 
of Public Assistance, whose affairs 
have recently been the subject of a 
sworn inquiry. It is accordingly 
morro that the Amending Bill 
(Section 7, Sub-Section 2) provides 
that the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment may appoint “ a Commissioner 
or Commissioners’ to manage and 
control the finances of any ‘“‘ elective 
body whose functional area is wholly 
or partly within the County of Dublin.” 

Should that power be exercised, the 
results would be that, pending the 
holding of local elections, the duties 
of the City and County Manager, and 
his Assistant Managers, would be con- 
fined to the administration of the 
affairs of the Corporation (including 
Howth Urban District) and of the 
Borough Council of Dun Laoghaire; 
and, that the Department of Local 
Government, through its Commis- 
sioners, would become ‘directly 
responsible for the management and 
finances of the County Council and of 
the Dublin, Rathdown and Balrothery 
Boards of Public Assistance. 

Another, and not irrelevant, change 
effected by the Amending Bill includes 
Acting Commissioners among officials 
who are eligible to become candidates 
for managerial posts.

He 
had failed to awaken any enthusiasm 
in these departments and almost all of 
the . drugs RY ks his organisation 
collects are being exported. year 
he exported to England £20,000 worth 
of herbs for the manufacture of drugs 
and scents. 

In England at present a big drive for 
the collection of these herbs is being 
made, and last year the school children 
were instructed in the kinds of herbs 
wanted; how to collect them, and how 
to. transport them to the collecting 
centres. It is expected that this fear a 
very much larger proportion of herbs 
will be gathered by the children than 
last year, when they were only learn- 
ing. The herb-gathering has been 
worked into a scientific curriculum. 
The result is that the shortage of 
drugs, which was at one time regarded 
as grave, will be almost removed. 

The quantity of herbs needed to 
supply drugs for this country would 
not be very large and for that reason 
it has not been regarded as an economic 
proposition to set up an organisation, 
plant, etc., to deal with them. The 
present situation is entirely different, 
and the question has become one not 
of economics, but of necessity. Doctors 
are seriously perturbed about the drug 
position, and they are enthusiastic 
about the suggestion of collecting our 
own herbs and extracting the drugs 
from them. One university Professor 
is experimenting on his own land with 
herb-growing.

He had recently finished a film called 
‘Pimpernel Smith,” which was largely 
written and directed by himself. r. 
Howard said that he had many ideas, 
but his chief dream, which was being 
constantly postponed, was to produce 
a film version of ‘‘Hamlet.”’ “I want 
it to be in colour, but so light that 
it will- be almost monochrome,” he 
said. The film was, in his opinion, 
the. best vehicle to bring Shakespeare 
to modern audiences ‘who refused, for 
instance, to accept the soliloquy which 
on the screen could be treated in a 
number of new ways. 

Mr. Howard intends to spend a week 
in Dublin and, although he had not 
seen much of the city when. inter- 
viewed, he expressed admiration for 
the Dublin airport.

M OSCOW, Friddy.—Reports per- 
sist t Red Army troops, 
who outflanked Smolensk from the 
north as General Zhukov developed 
his deep lunge between the north- 
western and central fronts, are now 
peeves into White Russia. 
y are said to have crossed the 
frontier between Vitebsk—a vital 
rail junction about 80 miles west- 
north-west of Smolensk—and Nevel, 
65 miles to the north along the main 
railway from the Ukraine to Lenin- 
rad. 
Through Vitebsk, too, the line from 
Dacienik to Riga on the Baltic runs, 
and if the Stockholm report of this 
Russian advance is confirmed, then the 
German hold on a prize of outstanding 
importance faces a serious threat, 
emi-official Soviet reports still 
record gains on the Central front 
during the last twenty-four hours, but 
whether the German strong points 
octupied are in any way connected with 
operations on the White Russian Loder 
cannot be determined, 

Meanwhile, the Southern front has 
been brought back into the picture 
with German admissions that Russian 
troops have been operating some 2 
miles beyond Byelgorod, on the main 
road south to Kharkov, another 25 
miles away. 

In the last few days on one north- 
western sector, where their losses have 
been markedly heavy, the Germans 
lost nearly 4, men in killed alone. 
They died in counter-attacks into which 
the Germans threw reserves brought up 
from the rear.—(Press Association and 
Reuter.)

AIRCRAFT-CARRIER 
HERMES SUNK 
ATTACK BY JAPANESE 
"PLANES OFF CEYLON 


A BRITISH Admiralty com- 
muniqué yesterday stated that 
the aircraft-carrier H.M.S. Hermes 
Captain R. F. J. Onslow, M.V.O., 

.8.C., R.N.) has been sunk by 
Japanese air attack off the coast of 
Ceylon. 

“No further details are known,” the 
communiqué adds. ‘“‘ but it is probable 
that a large proportion of the ship’s 
company have reached land, as she was 
only about ten miles off shore when she 
was sunk. The next-of-kin will be 
informed as soon as possible, 

“The Japanese claim to have sunk 
cruisers off Trincomalee is known to be 
quite untrue.” 

Hermes, completed in 1924, was the 
first vessel specially designed by the 
Admiralty as an _aircraft-carrier. 
According to ‘‘ Jane’s Fighting Ships,” 
she could carry twenty aircraft, 
although her official) complement was 
fifteen. Her officers and crew 
numbered 664. 

Britain has now lost the aircraft- 
Courageous, Glorious, 
Royal and Hermes. 

It is not known whether the Hermes 
had air cover by shore-based fighters 
when she was sunk on the east of 
Ceylon, about 70 miles south of Trin- 
comalee, writes the Press Association 
Naval Correspondent. ‘‘I learn from 
authoritative circles in London that it 
may well be that Allied fighter forces 
were at that time heavily engaged in 
repelling the attack on the naval base. 
In view of the time that the Hermes 
was attacked—at_abont 11 o'clock, local 
time, on Thursday—it is possible that 
some of the Japanese "planes detailed 
to attack Trincomalee were diverted to 
the carrier.”

CRUISER LOSSES 


The cruisers Dorsetshire and Corn- 
wall, lost cn the day that Colombo 
was raided (April 5), were both very 
heavily attacked by particularly large 
forces of dive-bombers. So far as is 
_known there were no torpedo attacks 
on the cruisers or the Hermes, Loss 
of the cruisers is obviously a sevére 
blow. There has been,a shortage of 
cruisers in the Navy for years, and 
the need for this type of vessel was 
never greater. 

It seems that the Japanese failed in 
their “ Pearl Harbour’’ bid at Ceylon. 

Air losses at Trincomalee and 
Colombo—75 ‘planes probably de- 
stroyed and damaged—was very heavy, 
and it is believed that these figures 
are on the conservative side. . As the 
Japanese ‘planes were seaborne, their 
carriers will have to return to base 
for new supplies of aircraft. The 
Japanese have one 28,000 tons aircraft- 
carrier, said to accommodate 60 
machines, and seven other carriers. 


TWO ITALIAN SHIPS 
SUNK 


A British Admiralty communiqué 
states :—‘‘ An enemy convoy, escorted 
by destroyers, has been successfully 
attacked in the Mediterranean by a 
submarine under the command: of 
Lieutenant-Commander P. 8. Francis, 
R.N. Two hits with torpedoes were 
secured, and one large supply ship was 
sunk. In another attack the same sub- 
marine torpedoed and sank an enemy 
supply ship of medium size.

The Allied Commander-in-Chief in 
the Philippines has reported to 
Washington that all contact with the 
mainland ceased twenty-four hours 
earlier, and there is no fresh news of 
the fate of the 37,000 troops, the bulk 
of whom were feared on Thursday to 
have been either killed or captured.

THE MISSING U.S. TROOPS 


The commander of the Japanese 
troops which have occupied Limay and 
other points in the southern part of 
the Bataan Peninsula has been killed 
in action, says the German Radio, 
quoting a Tokyo report.— (Reuter. ) 

Tokyo Radio said last night that 
Japanese troops, moving south along 
the east coast of the Bataan Peninsula, 
had occupied the town of Cabcaben, 
the last settlement before the outpost 
of Mariveles, on Bataan’s extreme tip. 
— (Associated Press.) 


DANGER NEARER TO 
AUSTRALIA 


The fall of Bataan must be con- 
sidered grave news for Australia. The 
implication of the added potential 
threat of invasion to this country is in- 
escapable, says Reuter’s special cor- 
respondent lately in the Philippines, in 
a telegram from Sydney, The United 
States forces’ heroic and almost un- 
believable resistance in Bataan was, in 
point of fact, a delaying, or a pre- 
occupying, action on a large scale. im- 
mobilising, as it did, some 200,000 
Japanese troops, who are mow free for 
action elsewhere. Japan’s move 
against India caused comment in 
certain quarters that, once committed 
to the Near East offensive—which 
gives every sign of being tied up with 
Hitler’s spring offensive plans— 


plans. for the attack on Australia have 


been shelved for the time being, The 
overwhelming of the United States 
forces at Bataan, however, completely 
alters the Antipodean picture. 


ADVANCE ON TOUNGOO 


The Japanese are sending three 
columnar - _ with the object of 
enveloping the Chinese. forces north of 
Toungoo, says a communiqué issued in 
Chungking vesterday. Another fiving 
column is heing sent across the Sittang 
river to outflank the troops at Yedashe, 
on the Toungoo-Mandalay road. The 
Chinese, however have repulsed a 
Japanese flanking column. Fighting 
continues on the central front. 

No apnreciable headway has been 
made hy the Japanese in sporadic ficht- 
ing along the north bank of the River 
Yangtse, in Southern Hupeh Province, 
the militerv spokesman in Chungking 
stated. . Fighting began when the 
Japanese sent six columns to attack 
Chinese .nositions in foothille north- 
west of Shasi. A battle is still going 
on along the highway hetween Yochow 
and Yanghsin, in Northern Hunan 
and Southern Hupeh, respectively.—
